REVOLT IN NICARAGUA. 


The Expulsion of Several Citizens 
Causes Troubie, 
Cortnte, (Nicaragua,) Sept. 3.— By 
the Associated Press.] Among the 
passengers who left here August 23, 
otf the Pacific Mail Steamship Compa- 
py’s steamer Colima were six of the 
most prominent men in the republic’ 
of Nicaragua, who are sent to Costa 
Rica as exiles by order of President 
Sarcasa. The party included three 
members of the Nicaraguan Senate, 
Gen. Favala, formerly President of 
the republic, J. D. Rodriguez and 8. 
Chamorro. The others are A. II. RI- 
vas, E. Guzman and Pedro Ortiz, 
They were made prisoners during the 
recent riot iu the city of Grenada. As 
Sarcasa wished tobe rid of his most 
prominent opponents he determined 
to send them out of the country, 
and although he succeeded in 
doing so his action led to an open 
revolt, which resulted in blood- 
shed. Tne mob which gathered re- 
turned the fire of the troops guarding 
the party of exiles, killing seven peo- 
ple, among them boeing the governor of 
the district, four soldiers and two by- 
standers. More troops were broucht 
to the scene, and the mob dispersed 
without any further loss of life. The 
prisoners were taken to Punta Arenas. 
There isa very uneasy feeling in 
Nicaragua ut the present time, owing 
not only to dissensions within the 
country, but also to the possibility of 
troubie with Honduras. Both Nicara- 
gua and Honduras have troops sta- 
tioned on the frontier, and it is the be- 
lief that open hostilitiesmay foccur at 
any time.

EIGHTEEN BLOCKS WERE EN- 
TIRELY CONSUMED.

As a result of yes- 
terdsy’s disastrous fire about one- 
third of the residence and business 
part of the Dalies is in ashes, and por- 
haps not less than 1000 people are left 
homeless. The fire started about 1 
o’clock in a one-story dwelling. Before 


spread to houses on each side. For 
hours after the fire started the 
wind blew a gale from the 
northeast, and the town was 
completely at its mercy till it calmed 
down about 4 o’clock and gave a fight- 
ing chance to the citizens to save the 
entire city from ruin. As many as 
eighteen blocks are in ashes. 

The Vogt Block, Operahouse, 
Methodist, Baptist and Congrega- 
tional churches, the large impiement 
warehouses and stores of Gibbons, 
McAllister & Co., Filloon Bros. and 
E. P. Fitzgerald, and the handsome 
brick block of T. C. Niekelson, besides 
fifty or sixty residences all succumbed 
to the devastating flames. 

Not much less, if any, than $1,000,000 
worth of property has gone up in 
flames. Fortunately the Cosmopolitan 
and Umatiila houses were saved, aud 
these two hotels furnished shelter last 
night for hundreds whom the fire had 
reudered homeless. Others found 
lodging in the homes of the more for- 
tunate neighbors, and sti | others spent 
the night on the bank of the river keep. 
ing watch over what little they had 
rescued from the flames. It is impos- 
sible at this time to make any correct 
estimate of the amount of insurance 
on the property desiroyed. Many who 
were well off yesterday morning are 
today ruined or badly crippled, while 
many poor people who had no insur- 
ance lost all they possessed. abs

BARRUNDIA’S DEATH. 


STORY OF THE TRAGEDY TOLD 
. BY AN EYE-WITNESS. 


A Los Angeles Boy who Saw the 
Whole Transaction—IiIndig- 
nation cf American 
Seamen. 


Eighteen years ago Albeit Funck, then a 
boy 10 years of age, ran away from home in 
Los Angeles, went te San Pedro and 
shipped aboard a deep-sea vessel. for Liver- 
pool. Ever since that time he has followed 
the sea fora living, meeting with the usual 
vicissitudes of a sailor’s life. Several years 
ago he enlisted in the United States Navy, 
aud was assigned to the Ranger, where he 
served for oyer three years, receiving his 
discharge on August 27. Funck came im- 
mediately to Los Angeles to see his mother 
and family, who reside here. While Funck 
was serving on the Ranger he happened to 


rundia, by the Guatemalan authorities 
recently in Central America. To a 


Times man Funck yesterday related 
his story of the tragedy as he 
saw it. He said that the Ranger had 
been in Guatemala for some weeks, and 
was there when the San Bias, with Bar- 
rundia on board dropped anchor close to 
the Ranger. The fact of the San Blas, 
being a niail steamer, staying over her time, 
caused much comment on board the Kanger 
and the men suspected something was 
wrong and that trouble might occur. One 
day while Funck was in the forecastie of 
the Ranger with some companions, spin- 
ning yarns, they saw several boatloads of 
armed soldiers leave the wharf and make 
for the San Bias. This was after the Guate- 
malian authorities had boarded the vessel, 
demanded Barrundia and been refused by 
the captain of the San Bias. When the 
seamen. of the Kanger saw the armed men 


headed for the San Blas they 
reported it to the quartermaster 
who intormed the officer of the 


deck. Just then the San Bias ran up 
the American flag. greatly exciting the sea- 
men on the Ranger, one of whom turned 
one of the guns on the soldiers, but was of 
course ordered not to fire. The soldiers 
boarded the San Bias, and the men on the 
Ranger saw the captain showing them 
where Barrundia was. Then they heard 
rifle and pistol shots, saw Barrundia, fall 
dead, and the soldiers put off the San Dias 
carrying Barrundla's body with them. After 
the soldiers had landed at the wharf the 
captain of the Ranger ordered a detachment 
of marines aboard the San Blas to protect 
her, They were received with derisive 
yells by the deck hands of the San Bias, 
who told them to go back to their “spit 
box.“ “that they were nice defenders of the 
American flag.“ ete. 

Had the captain ofthe Ranger used any 
precautionary measures at all Barrundia 
would never have been shot. The Ranger 
remained in Central America for somo 
time and Funck says the captain of the 
ja was highly 
commended by the government and re- 
ceived promotion for his action in killing 
Barrundia. He says the American seamen 
on the Ranger were wild at the insult to the 
American flag and were eager for a fracas 
in order toavengetheinsuly

A CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TRIP 


To the Now Famous Chino Ranch— 
_ Where Beets are Converted 
into Sugar WhiIg You 

Wait. 


A trainload of Los Angeles citizens yes- 
terday learned how to make sugar out of 
beets. The Chamber of Commerce excur- 
sion to Chino filled eight coaches of the 
Southern Pacific special train, which lett 
this city at 1 o’clock p. in. and proceeded to 


bers of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
press were on this occasion guests of the 
Southern Pacific Company, Richard Gird 
and the Oxnard Bros., and weie treated to 
an entertainment as pleasant as it was 
instructive. 


Arriving at Chino, which is reached by 
way of the branch road from On tario 
the great party was marshalled, and 
in an orderly procession marched upon 
the works of the Chino Valley Beet Sugar 
Company, where a scene of animation was 
witnessed. The visitors first passed 
tween the great bins, where are dumped the 
wagon loads of white sugar beets as they 
are brougut from the fields, and having a 
holding capacity of 1200 tons. At the 
farther end of these sheds was seen 
miniature canal, in which is floated a stead 
stream of the beets to a tank within the 
large brick main building. | 

Once within the building, the crowd broke 
ranks, sowe of the people hastening beyond 
the first room, while others remained 
behind to watch and study at leisure the 
preliminary steps ot sugar-making. They 
saw, first, the beets being raised by means 
of a great Archimedean screw to a washing 
machine which soon relieves the roots of 
all vestige of their soil, and by successive 
stages are then conveyed aloft to an accum- 
ulator. They next passthrough an auto- 
matic weighing machine into the slicer, 
where they are cut into tiny piecs and 

—— on by an endiess belt to the diffusion 

utter. 

lt was explained to those who began at 
the beginning aud followed the processes 
in their order, that there are twelve of these 
so-called batteries, which appear to the or- 
dinary viewer only closed iron tanks. each 
having a capacity of 1050 gailons, Within 
these diffusers the siiced beets are con- 
verted into a pulp, which by a succession of 
hoppers, belts and bucket elevators is taken 
again to the third floor, this time to the 


sugar making and is conveyed outside the 
building, while the juice is sent through 
various intricate processes from measuring 
and heating to carbonation and subjection 
to manipulations with lime and carbonic- 
acid gas. It is forced through a series of 
ponderous machines called filter presses 
whence it escapes sweet and clear and re- 
moved of its crudest impurities. More 
pumpla nd filteriag and doctoring“ 

rings the juice to the evaporators, where 
it becomes a thick 
mean while to various processes, The thick, 
brown sugary mass is run into large con- 
tainers whence it is let as needed into the

AN INTERVIEW WITH RECEIVER 


He Says the Cable Road is in Better 
Shapes Than Before the 

San Francisco Con- 
ference.

J. F. Crank, receiver and president of the 
Pacific Kailway Company, or the cable road 
of this city, returned from San Francisco, 
but has been indisposed since his return 
and was not in his office until yesterday, 
when a Times representative called and 
asked a few questions -regarding the late 
electric-cable fight which was carried on in 
San Francisco up to a few days ago, with 
the officers of the electric road and the 
Pacific Rolling Mills on one side and Mr. 
Crank on the other. Mr, Crank stated that 
he and his road: came out of the fight 


for some time past. for the reason 
that his bondholders in Chicago have been 
awakened to the fact that property in J.os 
Angeles is worth fighting for, and they are 
now getting in such shape that the electric 
company will not be able to buy, even if 
they want to. While there is not room 
enough in this city for both roads, Mr. 
Orank is confident that his road has the ad- 
vantage, and he proposes to keep ahead, 
His fight while in San Francisco was 
principally with the rolling-milis people, 
and they have been badly crippled, but 
they cannot break their contract with the 
electric company, and will have to go on 
with the work. The electric people cannot 
raise any more money on their bonds in 
San Francisco, and he is confident that 
the rolling mills will have to take the road, 
as Sherman and Marble can do nothing, 
wad he McDonalds will not lend a hand

Mr. Crank is determined not to allow the 
electric people te runtheir cars over his 
tracks, aud on that score he proposes to 
light as long as he can stand up.

If they suc- 
ceed it will ruin the street, as the electric 
cars will pass within a few feet of the 
curbstone. He hopes that such is not the 
ease but if it is he can do nothing as his 
fight is simply to keep them from running 
over bis tracks until the rolling mills take 
possession, when some kind of a compro- 
mise will be reached. ‘

The outfall sewer scheme in Los An- 
geles isa good deal like Banquo's 
ghost; it will not down. 

After a deal of consultation with 
high-priced experts and much discus- 
sion of pros and cons, a proposition for 
an entire system of sewers was sub- 
mitted to the people August 30, 1889. 
The outfall in thatsystem was planned to 
go by way of Ballona, and to cost $440,- 
000 But the entire proposition was 
voted down, and of course the outfall 


‘| went with the re st, 


Next, three several propositions were 
submitted: One for an internal system 
cf sewers, one for storm drains and 
one for an outfall by way of Ballona, 
the last to ‘cost $696,775. The votes 
were taken March 13th, 14th and 15th, 
1890, and resulted in the acceptance of 
the internal system. but the rejection 
of the two others. 


ocean by way of Centinela ranch, and 
with a size of conduit calculated to 
serve the purposes of a population of 


100.000 to 120,000 people. This, it was 
estimated, would cost $350,000. But 


the project has died ‘’a-bornin’.” Mr, 
Freeman, the owner of the Centinela 
ranch, has refused to give right-of-way 
across his property, urging as a princi- 
pal objection that his ocean front 
would be defiled by the discharge, aud 
a large share of his land rendered un- 
salable. So it is doubtful whether the 
last matured plan for an outfall ever 
gets so far as to be submitted to the 
public.

Considering the dilemma which the 
would-be outfall builders find them- 
selves in, they ought to be willing to 
listen to reason; and Tuk Times feels 
disposed to go back to first principles 
and argue the question over again.

the proposition was first broached.

A PHENOMENAL YEAR, 


People who have been claiming this 
as an altogether phenomenal summer 
will be interested in some figures pre- 
pared by George E. Franklin of the 
Los Angeles Weather Office. Estab- 
lishing a normal for each month from 
the averages of feurteen years, he finds 
the following results: | 

September, 1890, mean temperature 
8° above the normal. . 

October, 1890, mean temperature 5° 
above the normal. sa 

November, 1890, mean temperature 
7° above the normal. 4 

December, 1890, mean temperature 
6° above the normal. 

January, 1891, mean temperature 4° 
above the normal. 

February, 1891, mean temperature 
1° below the normal. 

March, 1891, mean temperature 2° 
above the normal, 

April, 1891, mean temperature same 
asnormal. 

May, 1891, mean temperature same 
as normal. 

June, 1891, mean temperature same 
as normal. 

July, 1891, mean temperature 5° 
above normal. 

August, 1891, mean temperature 5° 
above hormal. 

Thus it appears that only one mouth 
in the year (February) fell below the 
normal, and that only 1. Three 
months (April, May and June) were 
the same as the normal, and the re- 
maining eight months were from 8° to 
7° above the normal. So we are actu- 
ally justified in sayiug that the twelve- 
month ending with last August has 
been a phenomenally hot year.

Walker Had More Grit and Compo- 
sure than Ordinary Men. 

Said an ex-Confederate at the Grand 
Pacifia 29 I read your agree- 
able article on William Walker in last 
Sunday’s Tribune, I knew the gray- 
eyed man of destiny in California in 
1850, That's à long time ago. Only 
think of it! Grant, and Sheridan and 
Sherman were there, and so were Arm- 
strong and a host of good fellows who 
went to pieces with the Lost Cause. 
Speakingof Walkér, though, he hau true 
grit, you bet, and would have been one 
of our leaders had be lived. He would 
have been more of a Jeb Stuart or a 


son, of course; and would have been 
killed during the first vear of the war. 
He was a born fighter from the word 
go, but nevertheless always got the 
worst of it. He never came out first 
best in anything, you krow, and was 
peng in Honduras at the age of 37 

Walker was a lawyer, an editor, a 
reacher, and a doctor. He was small 
u stature: and generally quiet. He 
was born near Nashville, Tenn., and 
‘went to California with Cheatham. He 
had the finest pair of gray eyes ever 
seen in a buman being’s head. He 


Was a born adventurer of the high- 


toned stamp. He never picked a fight, 
but could get off his coat as quick as 
his oppennent. Ag an editor he would 
back up his pen with his sword. 
As a preacher he wouldn’t take 
two slaps in the face the same 
day. As a lawyer he knew 
none of the tricks of the profession, 
and as a doctor he wasn’t afraid of 
his.own medicine, He had.more grit 
and composure to the square inch than 
any man I ever saw. He could plead 
a case. Write an editorial, prescribe a 
dose, talk religion, and fight a duel all 
in one hour, and decline wine or 
whisky with hig best friend. ‘There 
never was another man just like him. 

He was the greatest of all filibusters 
but was as gen tle. as a sixteen-year-old 
girl. He thought, and thought, and 
thought, but you might have taken 
him for an Evanston plumber, so sub- 
dued wa& his demeanor.’ He had no 
bad habits whatever, and didn’t know 
wine from whisky or nigger-toe from 
fine cut. Whenever you looked into 
those eyes of his you looked into 
worlds. I can see those two great 
gray orbs now, behind which was a 
phenomenal brain dreaming of con- 
quests that would have worked won- 
ders for Europe and America. And 
had not Europe. and America been 
against him, Honduras and Nicaragua 
— have been queenly republics to- 

ay. 
I shall never forget his duel with 
Will Hicks Graham., It was Greek 
meeting Greek. It was North and 
South. The fun of it was that, al- 
though Walker was a southern fire- 
eater, he couldn't hit a barn with a 
double-barreled shotgun, and Graham, 
a Lennsylvania Yank, could hit the ace 
of diamonds with a revolves at-twenty- 
five paces, Well, they met, and after 
the first fire the surgeon declared that 
Walker couldn’t live an hour. But he 


pulled through, yon know. Walker 
also fought W. Hi Carter near San 
Francisco, and was again badly 
wounded. 

It is a melancholy fact 
that Henry’ Crabbe, who was from 


MeConu from Ken- 
tucky were also executed as filibusters 
in Sonora in 1857. Walker was cap- 
tured by British soldiers and turned 
over to Honduras authorities. In 
twenty-four hours he was shot. Crabbe 
and N were tied, with others, 
and placed with to the 
executioners.

during ite early day§; and most of 
them came to the front in duels or 
street encounters. Broderick fought 
two duels before he was killed. There 
were eighteen law-makersin the Leg- 
islature of 1852 who had killed their 
men. Gen, Stoneman was second ina 
tatal duel. Denver; Who was Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, killed Gi bert. an 
editor, There were thirty-four fatal 
duels in Cualifosnia:in 1851, and 
it is known that twenty meh 
were hanged in El Dorado county 
alone that year by vigilantes. Terry, 
who was killed at Lathrop about two 
years ago, was a bloodthirsty Texan, a 
professional duelist, and carried a re- 
volver and bowie knife... His duel 
with Broderick was fair, though. But

Celestial Officials Very Tardy about 
Bringing the Cullty to Justice 
and Preventing Further 
Outbreaks.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The steamship 
Gaelic arrived today twenty-two days 
from Hong Kong and thirteen days 
from Yokohoma.

The correspondent says: “It is 
stated that one prominent oficial of 
Shanghai was implicated in the issue 
of incendiary and malicious placards.”’ 
The correspondent, summarizing 
the efforts of the authorities, says: 
**Missionaries Green and Argent were 
killed, and Mmes. Boden, Broth- 
eroe and Warren, with their children, 
were murderously assaulted on the

ESCONDIDO. 


The proposition of the Woffet, Hodge 
kins & Clark Company of New York 
for furnishing water to the Escondido 
irrigation district having been ac- 
cepted by the board of directors, they 
are now engaged in formulating a con- 
tract that shall be satisfactory to both 
parties. The company agrees to fur- 
nish 1000 inches of water. continuous 
flow, represented by 10,000-acre cer- 
tificates, with the right to accumulate 
the water to the extent of 1250 inches 
during the irrigating season, the con- 
sideration being $300,000, payable in 
the bonds of the district at par, with 
an annual rental of $25 per inch, or 
$2.50 per acre certificate. ‘wo hun- 
dred inches of the water is to be deliy- 
ered on or before July 4, 1892, provided 
the dam can be constructed in time; 
the next installment of 200 inches is 
guaranteed to be delivered on or be- 
fore April 1, 1899, and the ramainder in 
equal installments each year, tiil the 
whole 1000 is delivered. 


The 
source of supply—the upper San Luis 


Rey River—is sufficient to irrigate 
many times the area of this valley 
(10,000 acres,) and thecompany expects 
to exend the system largely, having in 
immediate prospect the supplying of 
the adjacent San Marcos Valley (12,000 
actes.) which is now taking steps to 
organize a district.
